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This is in response to applicant's "Supplemental Response to Notice to File Missing 
In U.S. Application No. 10/562,478" filed 14 November 2006. 



On 27 May 2004, applicant filed international application PCT/US2004/0 16784, which 
claimed priority of an earlier United States appUcation filed 24 June 2003. The thirty-month 
period for paying the basic national fee in the United States expired on 24 December 2005. 

On 22 December 2005, appUcant filed national stage papers in the United States 
Designated/Elected Office (DO/EO/US). The submission \yas accompanied by, inter alia, the 
basic national fee required by 35 U.S.C. 371(c)(1). 

On 05 April 2006, the DO/EO/US mailed a Notification of Missing Requirements Under 
35 U.S.C. 371 (Form PCT/DO/EO/905), which indicated that an oath or declaration in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.497 must be filed. 

On 27 June 2006, applicant filed an executed declaration. 

On 13 November 2006, the DO/EO/US mailed a Notification of Defective Response 
(Fomi PCT/DO/EO/916). 



BACKGROUND 



On 14 November 2006, applicant filed the present response along with executed 
declarations. 
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DISCUSSION 



The response states that the Notification of Defective Response was erroneously mailed. 
However, the declaration filed 27 June 2006 is improper. The declaration consists of one each of 
pages 1, 2, and 4 and three of page 3. It is not acceptable to combine pages of separate 
declarations into a composite document because it cannot be determined whether the respective 
signature pages were associated with the rest of the declaration pages at the time of execution. 
Thus, the Notification of Defective Response was properly issued. 

The declarations filed 14 November 2006 are in compliance with 37 CFR 1.497. 



The apphcation has an International Filing Date under 35 U.S.C. 363 of 27 Mav 2004. 
and a date under 35 U.S.C. 371(c)(1), (c)(2), and (c)(4) of 14 November 2006 .
